He gave his occupation as a 
machinist when he was booked by 
the New Orleans police on charges 
of “not having visible means of 
support,” on March 10, 1980. Later 
that year he was arrested as being 
“dangerous and suspicious” and 
again for being a “well-known 
thief and gangster,” but no 
charges were pressed and Allen 
continued his residence here. 

In the “Big Time.” 

For 12 years his name didn’t 
grace any police blotter while he 
lined up with the gambling inter- 
ests into-whose ranks it was hard 
for an outsider to break. In 1943 
he was arrested on charges of 
operating a keno game, but noth- 
ing came of it except that the po- 
lice learned he was then in the 
“big time” gambling rackets of the 
city. 

In his St. Louis career, Allen 
became known to the St. Louis 
'police and federal authorities. In 
1917 he

The fire chief and fire marshal 
said they would continue their 
investigation of the blast to de- 
termine the source of the gas. 
They said it could have come from 
a leaky pipe, a faulty gas meter 
“or any number of sources which 
we will have to go into.” 

Reasons for Conclusion. 

“We Dase our conclusion that it 
was a gas explosion on the inten- 
sity of the blast, which broke a 
six-inch reinforced concrete floor, 
and the fact that it left. no 
crater,” Chief Kammann said. He 
explained that dynamite and ni- 
troglycerine leave craters when 
they are exploded; gas does not. 

“The physical aspects of this 
explosion,” Kammann said, “are 
similar to those of other explo- 
sions that we know were caused 
by gas.” 

Fire Marshal Bergman, who vis- 
ited the Field House this morning 
with Chief Kammann," said they 
were not sure what ignited the 
gas, but their suspicions were di- 
rected to a refrigerator motor at- 
tached to the wall of the furnace 
room where the explosion oc- 
curred.

Police theorized that it might 
not have been a atraight holdup, 
but might have been the out- 
growth of a “bookie’s war,” al- 
though they did not have much 
on which to base that assumption. 

The police do know, however, 
that an unusual amount of ‘past- 
posting’ has been going on in 
handbook operator circles in Jef- 
ferson and St. Bernard parishes. 
“Past-posting” is a method hy 
which a group of gamblers or 
“smart boys” think they can out- 
smart the bookies by radio or a 
nearby telephone at a track. They 
will have a confederate at the 
track get them the results of a 
race before it is officially relayed 
by the racing news wire services, 
and by deft and quick manipula- 
tions arrange it so another con- 
federate makes a bet with a 
bookie on a horse that has already 
run and won. It’s an old game, 
but someone always has a new 
twist on it and will try it when 
given the chance. 

Not only has there been a lot 
of “past-posting” pestering the 
gamblers, but, as in all communi- 
ties where gamblers and hoodlums 
are allowed to entrench them- 


background because there is al- 
ways a certain amount of jealousy 
and greed that causes conflicts. 
New Orleans police are certain 
that the Gall holdup is only one 
in a series of six similar holdups 
of bookies. Only two, including 
Galls’, were reported, however. 
State Police Don’t Interfere. 


Meanwhile, the famed Beverly 
Country Club, Club Forest and 
K. O’Dwyer’s, as well as many 
other smaller places, operate wide 
open in Jefferson parish south of 
here. As in Illinois in the admin- 
istration of former Gov. Dwight 
H. Green, the Louisiana state po- 
lice do not interfere with the gam- 


bling. 


Sheriff Frank Clancy has fre- 
quently said he “doesn’t know any- 
thing about any gambling in Jef- 
ferson parish.” In St. Bernard 
parish, where many handbooks 
and many lesser gambling casinos 
operate openly, Sheriff Celestine 
F. Rowley makes the same state- 
ment. 

Slot machines are part of the 
furnishings of taverns and “joints” 
in both parishes. ‘Dandy Phil” 
Kastel, lieutenant of Frank Cos- 
tello, fabulous New York rack- 
eteer and reputed “prime minister 
of the underworld,” handles the 
swank Beverly Club where name 
bands and big night club and 
movie stars are everyday attrac- 
tions. He handles also the slot 
machine racket for Costello in 
this area. 

New Orleans !s comparatively 
clean so far as blatant flouting of 
the laws—it is against the law to 
gamble in Louisiana—is concerned. 
So is Orleans parish, which is 
policed by Sheriff John Grosch. 

As a matter of fact, New Or- 
leans residents voted not long ago 
to take steps to legalize gambling 
—and tax it—but the idea went 
down in defeat in the Legislature. 
Persons who should know assert 
that the gamblers and racketeers 
had a big part in the defeat of 


man on the street and officials. 


Mayor Delesseps Story Morri- 
son, who has consistently’ fought 
the gambling interests in New Or- 
leans, has Costello, reputed to net 
$1,000,000 a year from his New Or- 
leans rackets, and a number of 
other powerful gamblers breathing 
down his neck in their efforts to 
have a general loosening up on 
gambling. 

The Crime Commissions of Chi- 
cago, Miami and California have 
been fighting the expanding con- 
trol of rackets in the country in- 
cluding St. Louis, by Costello, but 
so far he is still untouchable. 

The St. Louis product, Allen, 
told John Collier of the New Or- 
leans Item yesterday that he had 
sold out his interests in the lot- 
tery three years ago.

NEW YORK, Nov. 18 (AP)— 
Secretary General Trygve Lie said 
today the Chinese Communist Gov- 
ernment cannot get recognition by 
the United Nations secretariat 
“through a back door.” 

He made this comment in dis- 
closing that he had decided against 
circulating to delegates of the 59 
United Nations members a com- 
munication from the Chinese Com- 
munists disowning the Chinese Na- 
tionalist delegation here and de- 
manding that it be unseated. 

Lie told reporters he and his 
advisers had decided to post the 
message from the Peiping Reds 
on a list of communications re- 
ceived. from non-governmental or- 
ganizations and non-member gov- 
ernments. 

He said this was in accord with 
a practice in effect since the U.N. 
first met in 1946. 

Lie explained this list of com- 


munications is circulated to all | __ 


delegations in the U.N. If any 
delegation decides to ask for such 


& communication and circulate it | 
as its own document, that delega- | 


tion would have to bear the re- 
sponsibility for its action, he added. 
“They (the Chinese Reds) can’t 
get recognition by the secretariat 
or the secretary general through 
the back door,” he said.

BRITAIN LEADS EAST-WEST 
COMPROMISE MOVE IN U.N. 


McNeil Feeling Out Russia on Conciliation 
Attitude — Small Nations Appeal for 
End of Cold War. 


By TOM OCHILTREE 


NEW YORK, Nov. 18 (AP) — 
Britain appeared to be taking the 
lead <*‘ jay in efforts to see 
whether Russia is willing now to 
compromise on some of the dead- 
locked East-West issues in the 
United Nations. 

Thus far only tentative moves 
have been made. There is no spe- 
cific indication that the Soviet Un- 
ion is ready for conciliation. 

Delegates noted, however, that 
Britain’s Minister of State, Hec- 
tor McNeil, for the last two days 
has made it clear that his dele- 
gation would welcome talks with 
the Russians. Tha issues include 
such questions as an independence 
treaty for Austria and admittance 
of new members to the U.N. 

“Microphonc Diplomacy.” 

The cautious moves to determine 
the Russians’ present attitude co- 
incided with debate in plenary 
session of the General Assembly 
on the Greek-Balkan dispute and 
with an appeal by small nations 
that the United States and Rus- 
sia end their cold war rather than 
risk total war. 

The small nations made their 
move yesterday in debate on rival 
Russian and Western peace pro- 
posals in the Assembly’s Political 
Committee. The Philippines 
sounded the keynote for a con- 
cert of pleas addressed to the two 


great powers by calling the cold 
war, “This deadly game of chess.” 

The United States and Russia 
were urged to stop using “micro- 
phone diplomacy.” The Philippines 
said the smaller nations were only 
“kibitizers’ who were given free 
passes to see the fight between 
two champions. 

Other small countries quickly 
lined up with the Philippines to 
make a double-edged appeal that 
generally suggested both the 
United States and Russia could 
contribute toward peace by stop- 
ping acrimonious charges and 
counter-charges. 

McNeil Talks to Vishinsky. 

Russian Foreign Minister An- 
drei Y. Vishinsky said yesterday 
the western powers had provoked 


the Soviet Union into repeated use | 


of the veto in the Security Coun- 
cil by proposing the same candi- 
dates for membership time after 
time. 

Referring to that statement, Mc- 
Neil said: “I thought this was 
as near as the distinguished Soviet 
delegate ever comes to a plea. If 
it was a plea, my (British) dele- 
gation would be the last to set 
it aside.” McNeil added that if 
Vishinsky wants to discuss the 
membership question reasonably 
the British delegation is ready to 


talk things over.

UN. GROUP URGtS 
$48,200,000 ARAB 


WORKS PROGRAM 


Refugee Survey Mission 
Headed by Clapp Also 
Recommends  $5,500,- 
000 Interim Fund. 


FLUSHING, N.Y., Nov. 18 (UP) 
—The United Nations Economic 
Survey Mission for the 
East today recommended a $48,- 
200,000 public works relief pro- 
gram to care for Arab refugees 
from the Palestine war until June 
30, 1951. 

A 43-page report prepared by 
the four-man commission under 
Gordon R. Clapp, on leave as chief 
of the Tennessee Valleye Admin- 
istration, Was submitted to the 
U.N. General Assembly. 

It recommends an appropriation 
of $5,500,000 to continue the pres- 
ent system of Palestine refugee 
relief until next April, when the 
$48,200,000 program modeled along 
the former Works Progress Ad- 
ministration would be insituted. 

The Clapp report urges an ap- 
propriation of $27,000,000 to handle 
the works relief program from 
April through December 1950, and 
adds that “the United Nations 
should be prepared to continue the 
|works program until June 30, 
'1951, subject to review at the 


| fifth session of the General As- 
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sembly. The works program for 
the six months of 1951: would re- 
quire $21,200,000.” 

The commission established the 
number of refugees eligible for 
relief at 652,000. It calculated the 
total number at 751,000, but esti- 
mated that 20,000 are employed 
and capable of supporting another 
60,000, while 15,000 have independ- 
ent means and 4000 are being sup- 
ported by Iray, thus dropping the 
total eligible for relief to 652,000. 

“The refugees are the most g6e- 
roious manifestation of ‘economic 
dislocation’ created by the Arab- 
Israeli hostilities,” the report said. 

“The continuing politica] stale- 
mate in the relations between the 
Arab countries and Israel pre- 
cludes any early solution of the

2 Planes So Badly Dam. 
aged in Crash That No 
Effort Will Be Made to 
Salvage Parts. 


STOCKTON, Calif., Nov. 18 (AP) 
~— Eighteen airmen perished in the 
collision to two B-29 bombers five 
miles up in ‘a mock bombing raid 
at midnight Wednesday. Three 
crewmen survived the double 
crash. 

One of the bombers fell in 
flames on McDonald island in the 
rich delta land 18 miles northwest 
of Stockton. The other broke to 
pieces on muddy Rindge tract, 
two miles away. It did not burn. 

Vorkers recovered seven of the 
ei ht bodies from the wreckage on 
Rindge tract. Two men para- 
chuted to safety from that plane. 
The eighth body, pinned in the 
battered mass of wreckage, will 
be removed today. 

Only one person escaped the 
McDonald island crash. Three 
bodies were thrown clear by the 
impact but the others remained in 
the plane and were burned beyond 
recovery. (An Air Force list of 
men aboard the planes disclosed 
no one from the St. Louis area.) 


Lt. Warren L. Sharrock of | 
Jamestown, Calif. pilot of the 
Rindge tract plane, was first re-. 
ported to have survived and to. 
have staggered into a fishing re-| 


sort. 
Later his body was found, and 
authorities at Hamilton field said 


it was Staff Sgt. Robert S. Kluge, | 
member of Sharrock’s crew, who) 


had found his way to the resort. 

Kluge, 25 years old, of Spokane, 
Wash., was dazed. He said he 
had mentioned Sharrock as the 
pilot of his plane. In the excite- 
ment, the resort owner’s wife took | 
that to be Kluge’s name. (As a 
result, yesterday’s news stories | 
named four survivors of the. 
crash.) 

The other survivor of Shar- 

rock’s plane was Technical Set. 
Frank D. Schmidt of Negley, O., 
the engineer. 

Pvt. Keith R. Burns, 19, of, 
Boise, Idaho, radio operator, was | 
the only survivor of the flaming | 
crash on McDonald island. 

The three survivors, who suf- 
fered cuts and bruises, were taken 
to the Fairfield-Suisun Air Force 
base hospital. None could give 
any reason for the tragedy.

WITNESS AGAINST 
BRIDGES SAID 10 
HAVE REAL PUNGH 


U.S. Attorney Refuses to 
Give Name—Naturali- 
zation Agent Called in 
Perjury Trial. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 17 
(AP) — Government attorneys 
promised they will call a witness 
today in the Harry Bridges per- 
jury trial who will “carry a real 
punch.” 

The broad outlines of the com- 
ing court battle took form yester- 
day as both prosecution and de- 
fense made opening statements to 
the middle-aged jury of eight men 
and four women. 

First witness called for today 
when Defense Chief Vincent Hal- 
linan finishes his ovening state- 
ment, was Lloyd Garner, exam- 
iner before whom Bridges  ap- 
peared for naturalization. F. Jo- 
seph Donohue, chief prosecuting 
attorney, declined to name his next 
witness, but members of his staff 
said his testimony “would carry a 
real punch.” 

The Government, charging that 
the West Coast longshore leader 
perjured himself when he said he 
was not a Communist in his 1945 
naturalization hearing, will at- 
tempt to prove he was actually a 
secret member of the Communist 
party’s powerful Central Commit- 
tee. 

The defense will attempt to 
prove that the present trial is part 
‘of a conspiracy to get the Aus- 
tralian-born Bridges out of the 
country. 

United States District Judge 
George B. Harris called a confer- 
ence of the attorneys at the end 
yesterday’s session, however, and 
told the defense he will limit the 
issue to the question of perjury 
j and conspiracy. He said that any- 
thing happening at prior Govern- 
| ment hearings to deport Bridges 
is outside the present case. 

Bridges and two fellow union of- 
ficials, J. R. Robertson and Henry 
‘Schmidt, are charged with con- 
'spiracy to defraud the Govern- 
‘ment through their testimony at 
| Bridges naturalization hearing. In 
addition, Bridges is charged with 


perjury.

Dollar Volume Decline 
Here Greater Than in 
Any Other Large City 


in Reserve District. 


Dollar volume of department 
store sales in St. Louis fell 13 per 
cent in the week ended last Satur- 
day as compared with’ the similar 
period a year ago, the Fedsqal 
Reserve Bank of St. Louis re- 
ported today. The decline shown 
for St. Louis was greater than in 
any other large city in the Eighth 
Federal Reserve district. 

The bank’s research department 
attributed the decrease to a num- 
ber of variables, including the fatt 
that the Armistice day holiday 
this year fell on a Friday, thus 
giving many persons a three-day 
holiday which was spent in activ- 
ities other than making purchases. 

The national showing for the 
week was 9 per cent under the cor- 
responding week of 1948. Only the 
Béston reserve district reported 
an increase, 2 per cent. 

In the Eighth (St. Louis) Dis- 
trict as a whole, the decline was 
7 per cent; but two cities in the 
district, Memphis and Little Rock, 
reported increases in dollar vol- 
ume. The Memphis rise was 11 
per cent; that in Little Rock was 
5 per cent. 

Generally similar conditions pre- 
vailed when the four-week period 
ended Saturday was compared 
with the similar period a year ago. 
St. Louis dollar volume in this in- 
stance was down 5 per cent: the 
district as a whole fell off 2° per 
cent, while Memphis was up 3 per 
cent and Little Rock reported a 
rise of 5 per cent.

Two Former Members of

Group — More Arrests, 
Trials Likely,

PRAGUE, Nov. 18 (AP) — 
Czechoslovakia's Communist gov- 
ernment gave stiff prison senten- 
ces today to 55 Czechs charged 
with subversive activity, and an- 
nounced it thus had smashed two 
spy rings. 

All thoge convicted were ac- 
cused of working for a “foreign 
power,” presumably the United 
tates. All were charged with 
high treason and actions aiming 
at the overthrow of the govern- 
ment. 

A defendant accused of being 
the leader of-a ring of 35 persons 
was sentenced to death, but the 


court commuted the sentence to 
life imprisonment. 

Another accused of leading & 
second group of 23 drew a 25-year 
sentence. Three accused in this 
group were acquitted, but all 35 
of the others were sent to prison 
for sentences ranging from one 
year to life. This group included 
two former members of the se 
curity police and three women. 

More Trials Likely. 

Indications that more espionage 
arrests and trials were contem- 
plated appeared in a special se- 
curity police broadcast today urg- 
ine greater vigilance against the 
“aims of the rotten western rr- 
actionary regime which sends 
spies and diversionist agents into 
ovr country.” , 

The group sentenced today in 
the court of Prague’s bie Pankrac 
political prison wes headed by 


Oldrich Novotny, 27-year-old for- 
mer security police officer who 
was ousted when the Communists 
took over the government in 1948. 
He was accused of spying for a 
foreign power— presumably the 
United States, 

Novotnv was sentenced to death, 
but his penalty was commuted to 
life imvrisonment. He was also 
fined 10,000 crowns ($200) and all 
of his nropertv was cohffiscated. 

Another major defendant war 
Dr. Josef Seinoha, former chief of 
the crimins!l department cf t*- 
Pravne secrvrity police unter the | 
pre-Cormrnist government. Fro) 
Wes sentenced to 22 verrs ir | 
prison. | 

The stete charged that Novotny 
fled to Germanw in October 1948 
and went into the spy servies of 
a foreion power. He returned te 
Czechoslovakia, the charves read, 
to gather information and organ- 
ize an underground against the 
state. 

His 34 co-defendants were ac- 
cused of sunporting his “treacher- 
ous” activities and of organizine 
an underground which helped 
Czech citizens escape into exile 
abroad. 

Novotny was cantwvred in June. 
The court asserted he then con- 
fessed his crimes and betrayed 
his accomplices. 

Benes Followers Held. 

It was discloced. meanwhile. that 
15-members of the now-outlawed 
National Socistist nertv—the pnartv 
of the late Faduerd Benes—heve 
been arrested in the Government's 
cam~»cioen to wipe out political op- 
position. 

Friends said all 15 were picked 
up in the last few davs on unsvreci- 
fied charges. Anti-state activities 
is the usual charge in such cases. 

Heading the list of those arrest- 
ed was Josef David, who was 
chairman of the C7echoslovak Per- 
liament before the Communists 
won control.

The diamonds, he said, 
were mailed for Tangier and an 
agent of the American paid for 
them there with pounds sterling 
bought in Tangier at about 25 per 
cent under the official rate. 

If customs declarations filed by 
Hennig with the diamonds had 
given New York as their destina- 
tion the Treasury would have re- 
quired payment in dollars or in 
sterling from a New York account, 
he said.

Proposal Would Require | 
Operating License, | 
Posting of Prices, Bond 
for Damage. 


Proposed municipal contro] and 
regulation of parking lots will have | 
the support of Mayor Joseph M. | 
Darst, he said today. The Mayor | 
stated that he would ask the new | 


Municipal Traffic Commission to 
indorse a proposed ordinance 
which has been drawn for the 
purpose. by the City Counselor’s 
office. 

The proposed measure would re-| 
quire each parking lot accommo- | 
dating five or more cars and | 
charging fees for parking to ob-| 
tain a city license to operate. Fees 
would range from $5 to $50 an-' 
nually, depending on the size of 
the parking area. The licenses 
would be revokable by the Board 
of Public Service after hearings. 

Other provisions of the measure 
would require parking lot opera- 
tors to post signs stating their 
charges in letters at least six 
inches high and would prohibit 
any change in fees charges except 
on 10 days prior notice to the 
Board of Public Service. 

Barriers would be required to 
keep automobiles from driving on 
or extending over sidewalks; sur- 
faces would have to be kept 
smooth and dust-free and lots 
operating at night would have to 
be illuminated. 

Owners of lots would be re- 
quired to assume financial respon- 
sibility for damage to vehicles on 
their premises and post a $2000 
bond or insurance policy with the 
Board of Public Service for the 
purpose.

YOUNG DEMOCRATIC CLUBS 
SPLIT OVER CIVIL RIGHTS 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Nov. 18 
(AP)—Torn by a bitter civil rights 
dispute, the National Convention 
of Young Democratic Clubs has 
been asked by Arkansas Gov. Sid 
McMath to “heal these breaches in 
our ranks.” The appeal was made 
by the keynote speaker last night 
after the pro-civil righters won a 
test vote, 311 to 156, for the right 


to bring the issue before the con- 
vention. This action probably will 
come Saturday. 

William M. Boyle Jr., chairman 
of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, did not mention the civil 
rights controversy, but urged the 
delegates to carry the Fair Deal 
message to each door in America. 
“The precinct workers of the 
Democratic party are the door-to- 
door salesmen of democracy,” he 
asserted. 

The convention split came when 
the rules committee refused to in- 
dorse a resolution commending 
President Truman's civil rights 
program.

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RFC MAN DEFENDS 
RAIDER-FRAZER 
LOAN AS SOUND 


Collateral Adequate and 
Maintenance of 48,000 
Jobs Justifies Action, 
He Asserts, 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 (AP)— 
A $44,400,000 Government loan to 
the Kaiser-Frazer Corp. was de- 
fended bcfore a congressional 
committee yesterday by Harvey J. 
Gunderson, a director of the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation. 

The loan, recently approved by 
the RFC, has brought criticism 
from Senators Fulbright (Dem.), 
Arkansas, and Capehart (Rep.), 
Indiana, members of the Senate 
Banking Committee. 

The matter came up yesterday 
when Gunderson testified at a 
hearing being conducted by a Sen- 
ate-House Economic subcommittee 
studying Government monetary 
policies. | 

Under questioning by Senator 
Douglas (Dem.), Illinois, the sub- 
committee chairman, Gunderson 
said the Kaiser-Frazer loan is jus- 
tified because the jobs of 48,000 
workers were at stake. They in- 
clude, he added, 11,000 at the K-F 
plant, at Willow Run, Mich., andé¢ 
others directly and indirectly en- 
gaged in the enterprise. 

Gunderson told the subcommit- 
tee the RFC feels the loan is not 
only sound but worthwhile because 
it will help those employes to keep 
their jobs. 

“Small Business.” 

Earlier Gunderson had testified 
that one of the main reasons RFC 
still is in the business of direct 
loans is to help small companies 
which can not obtain money from 
banks. 

Douglas remarked that the 
Kaiser-Frazer loan certainly could 
not be regarded as a loan to a 


small business. 
“T am not arguing that Kaiser- 


Frazer is a small business,” Gun- 
derson replied, “but it is a small | 
business in the automotive field.” 

Further questioning brought out 
that of a total of $433,000,000 in 
RFC loans now outstanding, $130,- 
000,000 is in loans to Kaiser- 
Frazer, or to the various interests 
of Henry J. Kaiser. Gunderson said 
that includes a $86,000,000 loan to 
Kaiser for steel plant operations 
at Fontana, Calif. 

Douglas wanted to know wheth- 
er RFC has “any qualms about 
putting too large a percentage of | 
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your eggs in one basket.” 

“Any qualms we have,” said Gun- 
derson, “are whether the loans are 
properly collateralized and we 
think they are.” 

Gunderson said the RFC has 
outstanding about $256,000,000 in 
loans to nine companies which 
each borrowed more than $5,000,- 
900. One of those is a $37,000,000 
loan to lLustron, Inc., manufac- 
turer of prefabricated housing. 

Douglas asked if an initial $19,- 
900,000 RFC advance to Kaiser- 
Frazer had not been used to “bail 
out’ two banks which had loaned 
the company $16,000,000. | 

Gunderson said loans extended 
by the Mellon National Bank and 
the Bank of America have been 
paid off by Kaiser-Frazer, but he 

objected to the term “bailing out.” 
He said bailing out implies saving 
some one from a loss and he did 
not think it applied to this trans- 
action.

ATLANTIC TREATY 
COUNCIL STUDIES 
DEFENSE OUTLINE 


Acheson Presides Over 
Session—Single Strate- 
gic Plan Is Main Item 
of Discussion. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 (AP) 
=—The 12-nation North Atlantic 


Treaty Council met today to con- 
sider secret plans for defending 
the West against possible Russian 
aggression. 

Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son presided over the conference 
on the plans, which were drafted 
by the nations’ miliatry chiefs. It 
was the first working session of 
the council since the alliance was 
formally set up last April 4. 

Diplomatic officials reported the 
main item of business at the meet- 
ing would be discussion of a single 
strategic defense plan, now ready 
in outline form for the council's 
approval.

State Funds Flowed Freely to Pay

How a 1949 junket of a legislative 
commission cost taxpayers plenty 
was disclosed yesterday. Investiga- 
tors for the Chicago Daily News- 
Post-Dispatch dug up the figures 
in expense vouchers in the state- 


house. 

Twelve members of the area de- 
velopment commission went trav- 
eling last January. The commis- 
sion had been created by the Six- 
ty-fifth General Assembly. Former 
Gov. Green approved it. 

A budget of $25,000 was provid- 
ed to “help develop Illinois natural 


resources.” 

Eight went to California, two to 
Florida. These 10 turned in ex- 
pense accounts for 10 days total- 
ing $11,286. They left Chicago by 
train. 
New, Orleans. But they charged 
$332 for automobile expense.* 

Winter Trips to Warm Climate. 

Two others charged $1152 for an 
automobile tour in Arkansas, Mis- 
sissippi and Louisiana. 

These tours were typical of a 
number of winter trips to warm 
climates made by legislative 
groups. 

The expense vouchers of the 10 
long-distance travelers showed 
lavish spending. Among the items 
were $12.50 a day for a hotel room. 
Meals were charged at $12.50 a 
day per person. 

“Incidentals” cost $20 a day per 
person. For the 10 days, the aver- 
age cost to the state was $112 a 
day per person.

Goose That Carried 
Off a Wounded Mate 


(AP)—This is the story of a goose 
that came to the rescue of a 
wounded fellow bird. 

The Constitution-Tribune printed 
the story as a “tall tale” of the 
hunting season.

wounded by a hunter. As the bird 
started to falter, a second bird 
dived underneath the cripple and 
carried it off on its back.

STUTTGART, Ark., Nov. 18 
(AP)—Sportsmen who pride them- 


duck quackings will compete here 
tomorrow in the annual national 
duck calling contest. 

This is a famed duck-hunting 
area, but it would be something of 
a sensation if any succeeded in 
luring a single fowl. The contest 
will be held in the dewntown sec- 
tion of this riceemill city in south- 


|} east Arkansas, a considerable dis- 
tance from duck grounds. 

Contestants are judged on the 
musical quality of their calls as 
well as their similarity to the ac- 
tual quacks of a duck. Artificial 
callers are used by a majority, but 
a few depend solely on manipula- 
tion of their vocal cords. 

Each competitor is permitted 
three calls. The first is a long 
distance ™ greeting, like yelling, 
“Hey, there!” to a group of per- 
sons to attract their attention. 

The second is the feeding call. 

The third is the mating of lone- 
some duck call. This calls for 
special treatment, an appealing, 
soft-talk quack. 

The practical side to all this 
business is that the calls are used 
in hunting wildfow]. The object 
is to try to lure flying ducks with- 
in gun range. 

The judges do not see the con- 
testants. They listen to the calls 
over a public address system. One 
of the judges this year is Slugger 
Ted Williams of the Boston Red 
Sox. 
| About 100 men and women are

HARRISBURG, Ill, Nov. 18 
(UP) — State’s Attorney C. A. 
Whiteside said yesterday that Sa- 
line county residents apparently 
are willing to tolerate clubs vio- 


lating gambling and liquor laws. 

Whiteside made the statement 
after reviewing a county court 
case in which an American Legion 
club was cleared of charges that 
it violated the Dram Shop act. 

The Marion Oshel Legion Cor- 
poration was one of nine organiza- 
tions cited on liquor and gam- 
hling charges after a series of 
raids by county officers several 
weeks ago. Whiteside said he 
would dismiss charges against the 
other organizations. 

Whiteside said the case against 
the Legion _club was “the strong- 
est case of them all, both on law 
and evidence” and “the jury didn’t 
see fit to convict.” 

“It appears,” Whiteside said, 
“judging from this verdict by a 
jury of representative citizens of 
this county, that although the op- 
erations of the clubs are illegal, 
apparently the public as a whole 
doesn’t want them prosecuted.” 


NATION'S COTTON CONSUMPTION 
SHOWS RISE FOR OCTOBER 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 (AP)— 
The Census Bureau reported that 
cotton consumed during October 
totaled 725,602 bales of lint and 
143,096 bales of linters. This com- 
pared with 709,958 bales of lint 
and 140,720 bales of linters con- 
sumed during September of this 
vear, and 696,505 bales of lint and 
329,492 bales of linters consumed 
during October of last year. 

Consumption for the three 
months ending Oct. 31, totaled 
2.099,693 bales “of lint compared 
with 2,164,162 for the correspond- 
ing period a year ago. Cotton on 
hand Oct. 31 in consuming estab- 
lishments totaled 1,130,457 bales of 
lint compared with 1,468,218 a year 
ago. and in public storage and at 
compresses 8,365,778 bales com- 
pared with 7,331,803 a year ago. 

Cotton spindles active during 
October numbered 20,215,000 com- 
pared with 19,975,000 during Sep- 
tember this year, and 21,157,000 
during October last year. 


NUERNBERG CAB DRIVERS 
STRIKE OVER 6.1. ATTACKS 


BERLIN, Nov. 18 (AP) A 
strike at Nuernberg taxicab 
drivers protesting against attacks 
by American soldiers provided 
propaganda ammunition today for 
the Russian-licensed press. : 

The strike of Nuernberg drivers 
in American-occupied Bavaria 
followed the arrest of two G.IL.s in 
connection with the recent killing 
of a Nuernberg cab driver. The 
drivers charged that such attacks 
were too frequent and American 
riders were “gangsters.” .

She said 
she had shot Charles Kenneth 
Ellyett, 22, a painter, with his own 
Pistol when he sought to crim- 
inally attack her after threatening 
to blow up both of them with

The girl was charged with man- 
slaughter. 

The shooting took place in 
Huyett woods, five miles north- 
east of Berryville in a hilly area 
not far from the West Virginia 
line. 

Deputy Sheriff S. M. Carper said 
the girl’s account was that: 

They parked the automobile and 
Ellyett showed her two sticks of 
dynamite, wired to an explosive 
cap, and two pistols. He talked 
about ending both their lives. Then 
he sought to force his attentions 
on her. In the struggle she took 
a pistol he was wearing in a hol- 
ster and shot him in the chest. 

She went to the farm home of 
Albert. Nicodemus and reported to | 
the sheriff's office by phone. 

The girl’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. | 
Paul Koenig, operate a farm on 
the outskirts of nearby Stephens 
City. Ellyett’s parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. J. W. Ellyett, also a farm 
family, have a place at Boyce, Va. 

Koenig told acquaintances in 
this section recently his daughter | 
had reported Ellyett had threat- 
ened her with dynamite and he 
had forbidden her to see him 
again. 

The pair had been going togeth- 
er since last August.

Since early 1947, when Soviet 
citizens were forbidden to marry

This worked a hardship on 
Soviet women who had been mar- 
ried to foreigners before the de- 
cree was issued.

The warning was conveyed to 
Assistant Secretary George C. Mc- 
Ghee by a group of prominent 
Greeks, who came to the United 
States in an unofficial capacity. 
Chief among them is Georges Ex- 
intaris, executive of fhe liberal 
Athens newspaper Vima. 

The group had a lengthy. con- 
ference with McGhee, who goes 
abroad next week for talks with 
United States ambassadors in the 
Near East. 

Following is the gist 
views voiced by the Greek leaders: 

(1) That the regime of Premier 
Alexander Diomedes is utterly un- 
able to cope with the widepread 
corruption, nepotism, incompetence 
and tax evasion prevailing in the 
Government, and will be replaced 
next spring. Eighty years old and 
a member of the Liberal party, 
Diomedes has been in office five 
months. 

(2) King George is under strong 
pressure from advisers, notably 
military, to set up an “interim” 
military government headed by 
Field Marshal Alexander Papagos, 
commander in chief of the armed 
forces. The proposed military rule 
would be instituted next March, 
when a general election is sched- 
uled. Papagos belongs to the Pop- 
ulist (Monarchist) party, led by 
Constantin Tsaldaris, Deputy 
Prime Minister and Foreign Min- 
ister, and the real power in 
Greece. 

(3) The impending demobiliza- 
tion of 50,000 troops will create 
grave economic and political dif- 
ficulties, due to the lack of any 
immediate prospect of their being 
absorbed into the feeble Greek 
economy. Present army strength 
is 275,000, an enormous burden on 
the destitute country.

Spoils in State Architecture 
To the Editor uf the Post-Dispatch: 


Your editomial concerning the ap- 
pointment of an architect to design the 
new office building for the state in 
Jefferson City hits on an important 
Weakness in our state building program. 

A $16,000,000 building program may be 
undertaken by the state in a few weeks. 
Some of the buildings will cost more 
than a million dollars. In order to ob- 
tain the finest architecture possible, 
will architectural competitions be held 
and the winning plan be used? If the 
program is carried out as in the past, 
the contracts will be passed out arbi- 
trarily to individual architects. Cer- 
tainly great architecture is not gained 
in this manner. 

I know intimately how these juicy 
architectural commissions are carried 
out at one of the state’s institutions of 
learning. One architect who stands in 
the good graces of the president has a 
complete monopoly. In two years his 
contracts will amount to over $2,000,000. 
No other architect is consulted or has 
a chance even to submit a plan. The 
whole thing is in the bag. If this man 
fell into the bad graces of the presi- 
dent I have little doubt the monopoly 
would be passed on to some other archi- 
tect. On such caprice depends the uses 
of millions of dollars of the state’s 
money for buildings. 

The result is that state institutions 
are cluttered with mediocre architec- 
ture. While these buildings may very 
well fit the functions for which they 
serve, they might have been creat archi- 
tecture if the plans had been selected 
from competitions. 

The cure would be the appointment 
of a Fine Arts Commission by the state, 
composed of eminent architects who 
conduct competitions for the 
plans for any state building costing, 
say, over $100,000. From the plans sub- 
mitted in the competitions the finest 
would be selected. 
' Architectural fees from the state 

should no more be plums for friendship 
than the contracts for the actual con- 
struction, which are open to bidders. If 
these favored architects are as good as 
some claim, they have no fear of a 
- competition, for they would win any- 
way.

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A National Contradiction 


Where business is concerned, many Ameri- 
cans are developing a split personality; a case 
of schizophrenia, to use the psychiatrists’ name 
for it. Sentimentally and emotionally, Ameri- 


-eans are deeply attached to “little business.” 


But when we take our dollars to market, we 
usually look for the products and the prices 
made possible only by “big business.” 

We hardly ever face this contradiction 
squarely, We stoutly defend the anti-trust laws, 
yet we allow Congress to fill the law books with 
such measures as the Miller-Tydings Act, the 
Webb-Pomerene Act, the Guffey Act and the 
Bulwinkie Act. We stoutly espouse the doctrine 
of free competition while we sanction various 
shades of monopoly. 

This dilemma has been illustrated in the last 
few days hy two generally respected Americans, 
Representative Emanuel Celler of New York and 
Hollywoud’s Eric Johnston. While admitting that 
he may be “all wet,” Mr. Celler has tentatively 
advanced a plan that would do somethfng “as to 
size, in and of itself.” Mr. Johnston on the 
other hand argues that even bigger business is 
inevitable.- 

Even though the Department of Justice is cur- 
rently engaged in a rather vigorous anti-trust 
campaign, the evidences of history scem to be 
on Mr. Johnston’s side. Technological advances 
have made the hand worker and the small shop 
archaic if not obsolete. Certainly they have been 
put to a great disadvantage. Modern transpor- 
tation and communication make it possible for 
one firm to do business all over the United 
States; indeed, all over the world. 

Competition is still a major factor in many 
fields, but no economist would say today that 
steel prices—or milk prices, for that matter— 
are determined by pure competition. Nor would 
many seriously argue than synthetic fabrics, 
plastics, electronic devices and mass-produced 
automobiles could have become the common- 
places of contemporary life without bigness in 
business—and a lot of bigness. 

So it seems to be time to ask some serious 
questions about our economic folklore. Can we 
afford to cling implicitly to the concepts of our 
forefathers? Do they fit the modern world 
which we ourselves have helped to bring into 
being? Has not man’s srowth in knowledge and 
skill made bigness inevitable? And, if so, how 
can bigness be inherentiy evil? 

But let's not swing too wildly to that side of 
our double nature. There are big i:tnplications 
in bigness. As Mr. Johnston said, big govern- 
ment, big labor and big agriculture march step 
in step with big business. And while all of 
them can shower big blessings on the race of 
man, they can also crush it under big evils. 
Neither point needs demonstration here. 

What does seem to need emphasis is the fact 
that the acceptance gf bigness contronts us with 
a whole set of new problems. And it is essential 
that these problems be tackled in their own terms 
rather than in terms based on an entirely dif- 
ferent and outmoded economic crder. Here is 
a real job for the Cellers and the Johnstons. 

To go to the extreme, we have seen what big- 
ness led to in Germany and Rtissia. but the 
charges in our own anti-trust suits—some proved 
and some still to be tried—show that bigness 
can be a party to many lesser evils. Ways of 
averting these, ways of keeping bigness bene- 

ficial instead of sinister, must be the object of 
study for our generation. Not the least prob- 
lem is that of keeping bigness from crushing 
the individual. 
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To Mr. Holzhausen’s Credit 


Police Board President Holzhausen lost no 
time in turning back the latest application of 
former Detective Sergeant Joseph L. Mathews, 
who resigned three years ago to enter the tavern 
business. First Mathews wanted rcinstatement 
in the department, where he had been seen as a 
friendly representative of undesirable influ- 
ences. This ambition was scotched, chiefly bv 
President Holzhausen. Then Mathews sought a 
job as police clerk-telephone operator. Finally, 
he applied for the superintendency of the police 
garage. 

The Holzhausen reply to that could not have 
been more direct. He said that the present 
superintendent, Chris Hoffmeister, has an ex- 
cellent record, and that “‘so long as that record 
continues he will remain ,as superintendent of 
the police garage.” It is clear that President 
Holzhausen is going to run no risk of a “green 
light” to lawless elements, even in an out-of- 
the-way post. He is being his own boss and the 
people of St. Louis respect him for it. 
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A Vote Getter Bows Out in Ohio 


The campaign to unseat Senator Taft in 1950 
receives a very real setback in the definite an- 
nouncement of Gov. Lausche of Ohio that he 
will not be a candidate. Gov. Lausche is one of 
the best Democratic vote getters in Ohio his- 
tory. Last year he ran some 200,000 votes 
ahead of President Truman, though each went 
before the Ohio electorate as a Democrat. Such 
widespread appeal would be a boon to the labor 
and Democratic party leaders who are trying to 
find a choice on whom to agree. What they 
fear is a field of Democratic contenders, none 
of whom would measure up as a challenger to 
Taft. Gov. Lausche’s announcement leaves 
things just where they were, except that Sena- 
tor Taft is probably considerably relieved. 
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The President is said to have given John L. 
Lewis an ultimatum, Well, it’s a novelty. 
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WPA and TVA 


Gordon R. Clapp’s UN Commission to the 
Middle East is planning to recommend a short- 
range WPA and a long-range TVA to help 900,- 
000 Arab refugees in the Middle East and lift 
their depressed region into prosperity. The im- 
portant point about this is that if the TVA cure 
had been applied sooner, the WPA cure would 
not be necessary now. In fact, modern man is 
doing decidedly worse with the Middle East 
than the ancients, for irrigation works once 
made the Tigris-Eupbrates basin green with 
plenty, and the whole region was the bread 
basket of the Roman Empire. 

There is no question that the Arab lands can 
again be made to bloom. It is merely a matter 
of determination to do it, and of money and 
organization behind the will. Nine hundred 
thousand Arabs will be only the beginning of 
what the region can support in a developed 
form. 

A blueprint for an Arabian TVA has been 
drawn up by Vahe J. Sevian, head of the hy- 
draulic section of the Directorate General of 
Irrigation at Bagdad, and submitted to the con- 
sideration of the United Nations. It envisions 
more than 25,000,000 acres under irrigation, 
with hydroelectric power available on such a 
scale that 1,000,000 kilowatts could be installed 


in Iraq alone. Mr. Sevian estimates that a pop- 
ulation of more than 40,000,000 could be 
sustained. 

Mr. Clapp, himself chairman of TVA, would 
not have proposed a WPA if a happier solution 
had been immediate and drastic enough to cope 
with the explosive problem of the Arab ref- 
ugees. The best insurance against having to 
resort again to a WPA in the Middle East is the 
TVA development he proposes as the second and 
permanent step. It is not wise and it is not 
necessary for men to'starve in the midst of fer- 
tile land because life-giving water has not been 
channeled to it. As in much of our own Mis- 
souri Valley, irrigated farming is the key to the 
future of the Middle East. 
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I'reedom and Blue Murder 

Television has won freedom from local cen- 
sorship, through a federal court decision in 
Philadelphia. The extent of this new freedom 
is not entirely clear, but the ruling places a re- 
sponsibility for good conduct on television itself, 
and at a most opportune time. 

The Pennsylvania Board of Censors had 
claimed the privilege of approving films used 
on television, Federal District Judge William 
H. Kirkpatrick ruled that this would infringe on 
a field of interstate commerce. 

Attorneys for television stations also think the 
decision gives television complete freedom of 
the press, under the Constitution. Of course 
the Founding Fathers never envisaged television, 
and the industry already is regulated to some 
extent by the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion. Whatever’ the legal status of this argu- 
ment, the effect of the Kirkpatrick opinion is to 
leave censorship chiefly to television itself. 

The decision coincides with a strange trend in 
television programs. The industry seems to 


have chosen this particular season to test the > 


measure of audience endurance on scenes of 
crime. The networks, their advertisers and pro- 
ducers are all engaged in experiments in blue 
murder. 

It has been possible lately for any family, 
gathered quietly in its living room, to witness by 
television (and largely by film) faithless wives 
clubbing their husbands with candelabra; gang- 
sters shooting and knifing victims, innocent or 
otherwise; “private eyes” being slugged, slapped 
and kicked: bodies falling this way and that; 
and other forms of murder and torture accom- 
panied by piercing screams and dull thuds. 


Maybe this trend to the gruesome can be as- . 


cribed to the youthful exuberance of a new 
entertainment media, but it certainly invites 
self-censorship. It is bad drama. It is in worse 
taste. As entertainment, it is nonsense. It is 
the last sort of trash to inflict on children be- 
fore bedtime, or any other time, and the most 
mature mind will also protest. 

Judge Kirkpatrick's decision came, as we said, 
at an opportune time. While television leaders 
are celebrating their freedom to censor them- 


selves, let them use it.

A Slap on the Wrist for a Killer 

Hugh D. Gravitt, the 29-year-old Atlanta taxi- 
cab driver whose machine fatally injured Mar- 
garet Mitchell, author of “Gone With the Wind,” 
has been found guilty of involuntary manslaugh- 
ter. The jury recommended a 12- to 18-month 
jail sentence. He will be eligible for parole 
after four months are served. 

Gravitt also was charged with drunken driv- 
ing, speeding, driving on the wrong side of the 
street and other traffic violations. His police 
record showed that he had 22 other traffic 
charges filed against him since 1944, with eight 
dismissed or suspended. And even now, while 
awaiting sentence, Gravitt has been involved in 
another auto accident while driving his own car. 

The fact that Margaret Mitchell was Gravitt's 
victim of course has nothing to do with the 
case as far as law and punishment go. Regard- 
less of who the victim was, the crime was a 
heinous one. There also were other accessories 
to this crime. They were the responsible au- 
thorities who did not take Gravitt’s privilege to 
driwe a motor vehicle from him long before he 
piled up a record of 22 offenses and then capped 
it with the killing cf Margaret Mitchell. 
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Students Outdistance Their Elders 


Just a year ago, the “Post-Dispatch said some 
unpleasant things about the avoidance of the 
subject of racial discrimination. by some of the 
students, under the auspices of the School of 
Journalism at the University of Missouri. This 
earlier record makes it all the more gratifying 
that the Missouri Student, which identifies itself 
as the “official student and only student news- 
paper of the Univer¥.ty of Missouri,” has now 
called unequivocally for State Senate adoption 
of the Negro admission bill which passed the 
House, 100 to 8, last spring.

Much to its credit, the student newspaper pro- 
ceeds to print facts about the inferior university 
facilities now offered to Missouri students who 
happen to be Negroes.

Senators Napier and Webbe of St.,Louis and 
Senator Linneman of St. Charles are on this 
committee. Are they content to see the over- 
whelming vote of the House set at naught by the 
inaction of their committee? Does it not disturb 
them to know that their committee lags far be- 
hind student and faculty opinion at Columbia? 
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No Field for Expertise 

Everett Leland, who describes himself as a 
“diaper expert,” has had the ill luck to lose a 
commission to serve as a flying baby-sitter on 
a trip from Massachusetts to Honolulu.

Negroes arc not offered equal higher education with Missoeri's 
white people, investigators tind; a point-by-point comparison of 
of courses at Columbia and Lincoln U. proves it: to bring the Negro 
institution up to par would require “crushing burden of taxation.” 


From a Report by the Missouri Association of Social Welfare’s 
Human Rights Committee 


Since the State Legislature has the pow- 
er to pass legislation enabling Negroes to 
attend the University of Missouri and all 
state colleges, the fundamental questions 
to be answered by the State Senate and 
the citizens of Missouri are these: 


1. Are the educational opportunities at 
Lincoln University, the only state-support- 
ed institution of higher learning for Ne- 
groes in Missouri, up to the standard fur- 
nished at the University of Missouri? 

2. If they are not, can Missouri and its 
taxpayers afford to spend the amount of 
money necessary to furnish equal educa- 
tional facilities for Negroes in segregated 
institutions? 


& 

Schools and Divisions: The University 
of Missouri consists of 10 schools and one 
other division: the College of Arts and 
Science, the College of Agriculture, the 
School of Business, the College of Educa- 
tion, the College of Engineering, the 
School of Journalism, the Graduate School, 
the School of Law, the School of Medicine, 
the School of Mines (at Rolla) and the 
Adult Education and. Extension Service. 
Lincoln University consists of only three 
schools: the College of Arts and Sciences; 
the School of Journalism and the School 
of Law (in St. Louis). 


National Recognition: Until the fall of 
1948, the Association of American Universi- 
ties periodically issued a list of institu- 
tions which upon investigation it found 
able to prepare students to enter the grad- 
uate schools of its members. Lincoln Uni- 
versity has never been on this list. Seven 
schools in Missouri, other than the two 
member schools (the State University and 
Washington University), appeared on the 
last list. 


Undergraduate Degrees: Undergraduate 
degrees granted by the University of Mis- 
souri but not by Lincoln University are 
the Bachelor of Science in Forestry, Doc- 
tor of Veterinary Medicine, Bachelor of 
Music, Bachelor of Science in Public Ad- 
ministration, Bachelor of Science in Medi- 
cine, Bachelor of Science in Science, and 
Bachelor of Science in Agricultural Engi- 
neering, in Ceramic Engineering, in Chem- 
ical Engineering, in Civil Engineering, in 
Electrical Engineering, in Mechanical En- 
gineering, in Metallurgical Engineering and 
in Mining Engineering. 


Graduate Work: Special attention should 
be directed to the vast inequality between 
the graduate offerings in these two insti- 
tutions. One of:the distinguishing marks 
of a university is the offering of curricu- 
la beyond the baccalaureate and first pro- 
fessional degregs. Lincoln University main- 
tains no graduate school—only a graduate 
division within its liberal arts college. 


Teaching: The trend has been toward re- 
quiring a Master’s degree for secondary- 
school teaching and of a doctoral degree 


for collegiate teaching. Yet Lincoln Uni- 
versity offers only two graduate majors. It 
is virtually impossible, except in the fields 
of history and education, for Negro citi- 
zens of Missouri, who pay taxes at the 
same rate as their white neighbors, to 
prepare themselves in a state-supported 
school to teach college students. 


Business: The University of Missouri 
School of Business offers seven curricula. 
The. Lincoln University Department of 
Economics and Business Administration 
offers only three. 


Journalism: The University of Missouri 
offers 58 courses in journalism. At Lincoln, 
only 23 courses are offered. 


Social Work: The University of Missou- 
ri maintains a department of social work 
offering 34 courses. Lincoln University of- 
fers no courses in social work. 


Nurse’s Training: The University of Mis- 
souri is planning to reopen its school of 
nursing in Columbia. Lincoln University 
has never offered nurse's training. 


Art: The University of Missouri offers 
54 courses in art. Lincoln offers 18 un- 
dergraduate courses. 


Speech and Dramatics: In speech and 
dramatics the University of Missouri offers 
38 courses. Lincoln offers only seven 
courses. 

English: In the number and variety of 
its courses the English department at Lin- 
coln University resembles that of a small 
college, not that of a typical state univer- 
sity. 

Foreign languages: In foreign languages 
Lincoln University offers no graduate 
major and only one undergraduate major 
—French. 

Psychology: In psychology the University 
of Missouri offers 40 courses. Lincoln of- 
fers only three. 


Equipment: The University of Missouri 
General Library contains 424,000 volumes 
exclusive of pamphlets. The General Li- 
brary of Lincoln University contains 32,- 
000 volumes exclusive of documents. 


Conclusion: To provide equal educational 
opportunities for all its residents, the 
State of Missouri will have to do one of 
two things: change its laws so Negroes 
may attend the University of Missouri or 
duplicate for Negroes the educational fa- 
cilities of the University. The latter course 
would cost millions of dollars. 


Since Lincoln University is the only state- 
supported institution of higher learning in 
Missouri that 244,000, or 6% per cent, of 
Missouri residents are permitted to at- 
tend, the situation should be immediately 
corrected. “Equal but separate” higher 
education in Missouri is a myth and will 
remain a myth unless the state lays upon 
its citizens a crushing burden of taxation.

In sales, when the public demands a new 
convenience, we see that it gets it. And 
most of the time we anticipate demand, 
and even create one where none existed. 
Isn't it time we attack the problems of the 
social and economic needs of our people 
with the same optimisim, enthusiasm and 
determination that we give to solving our 
sales problems? 


Between Book Ends 


“South Pacific’ as Literature 


SOUTH PACIFIC, by Oscar Hammerstein |i and 
Joshua Logan. (Random House, 170 pgs., $2.50.) 
By publication as a book, “South Pacific” 

invites consideration of itself as literature, 

and the only possible verdict is that it is 
nothing of the sort. 

Messrs. Hammerstein and Logan have 
shown considerable skill in making an op- 
eretta out of James A. Michener’s “Tales 
of the South Pacific,” which is literature 
and excellent literature. They have man- 
aged to use a remarkable number of its 
incidents. They have invented, as a catch- 
all for these incidents, a new plot which 
meets handily the requirements of operet- 
ta. Nevertheless, as a piece of writing 
standing by itself “South Pacific” is def- 
initely of the “Hark, here she comes now” 
school, and without Richard Rodgers’ 
music the light verse 
of its lyrics is as limp 
as a dishcloth. 

These are serious 
faults in “South Pa- 
cific” considered as 
literature, and the 
self-evident fact is 
that in “South Paci- 
fic” the musical pro- 
duction they do not 
matter in the slight- 
est degree. If the vi- 
tal figures and the 
vital ideas that 
moved through Mich- 
ener’s book have been 
supplanted by idealess 
papier-mache in the libretto, the libretto is 
brought to vibrant reality on the stage 
again by Mary Martin, Ezio Pinza and 
Juanita Hall. If Hammerstein's lyrics are, 
by themselves, limp prose rather than 
verse, to Rodgers’ music they become 
rhythmically alive, and it must be a pleas- 
ure to any singer on the popular stage to 
sing words that march so naturally with 
the music and that conjure up so many 
pictures of beauty and charm as do, for 
example, those of “Bali H’ai.” 

Frankly, it seems a terrible disservice 
to “South Pacific” to issue it in the guise 
of a book. This libretto is almost totally 
without importaice except as a part of 
the stage production. For a book to de- 
light the mind, take Michener’s “Tales.” 
For a musical show to delight the eye and 
ear, take a seat at the Majestic.

Nation’s Main Power Stream 
THE COLUMBIA, by Murray Morgen. (Superior Pub- 

lishing Co., $3.50.) 

To someone interested in our resources 
of A.D. 1949, Murray Morgan's book about 
the Columbia River has a sequel. This, 
paradoxically enough, is a book published 
two years earlier—“The Missouri Valley,” 
by Rufus Terral, an editoria] writer on the 
Post-Dispatch. 

The vast rivers, one of the plains, the 
other of the slanting Pacific seaboard, 
have much in common. Both are born in 
the snowfields of the Rocky Mountains. 
Both possess great potentialities for adding 
to human wealth and happiness. And both 
have been neglected to the point where 
they often contribute to human misery and 
even death. 

Like its blood brother the Missouri, the 
Columbia River is at the mercy of many 
competing government agencies, each more 
concerned with empire-building than with 
river-developing. 

In an excellent story of the country’s 
principal power stream, Murray Morgan 
has told of the Columbia from Lewis and 
Clark to the continuing struggle for CVA. 
His research often has paralleled that done 
by Mr. Terral, of-the Post-Dispatch, on 
the Missouri. For example, Mr. Morgan 
tells us that one newspaper in the state of 
Washington felt the CVA bills in Con- 
gress were “in some mystic way to blame 
for the earthquake that rocked the North- 
west in April, 1949.” Arguments against 
MVA frequently are just as hysterical. 

The fight for MVA and CVA either will 
be lost or won together. This is why Mur- 
ray Morgan’s book about the Columbia 
belongs very close on a shelf with the 
Terral volume on the Missouri Valley.

MIN’ IS FORCEFULLY 
DONE BY PLAYHOUSE 


Drama About Maugham’s 
Sadie Thompson Stil] Has 
Plenty of Strong Meat.

“Rain,” the drama which set 


Broadway on its ear way back in 
1922, still has plenty of strong 
meat in it for present-day theater- 
goers, it was demonstrated last 
night by the Community Play- 
house with a forceful production 
of near-professional competence. + 


In adapting a short story by 
Somerset Maugham, playwrights 
John Colton and Clemence Ran- 
dolph lost Maugham’s ironic de- 
tachment, but they achieved some 
strong character drawing, and, 
except for a slight lag+in the sec- 
ond act, a consistent electric ten- 
sion in the clash of wills between 
the prurient missionary, the Rev. 
Alfred Davidson, and the current 
victim of his persecution, the pros- 
titute Sadie Thompson. The con- 
trasts between the holier-than-thou 
vengefulness of the missionary and 
the rough kindliness and common 
human understanding of Marine 
Sgt. O’Hara in trying to save thé 
morallly shipwrecked Sadie were 
elemental and bitter, but they were 
honest and devastating. 


Director Bradford Whitney has 
kept this integral honesty in focus 
and hasn’t allowed the play to 
descend into a demonstration of 
theatricals which it could easily do 
if it were regarded as merely a 
good chance for scenery-chewing 
by the two main characters. 
Martha Jensen’s performance of 
Sadie was a quite human one— 
softer than usual, perhaps, but 
real, groping, and rather touching 
even in her moments of cockiness. 
Gilbert Reade’s conception of the 
missionary was basically too close 
to caricature, relying chiefly on a 
fanatically stern look and sonor- 
ous Voice, but within its limits had 
strength. Joe Atkins was excellent- 
ly cast as the brawny Sgt. O’Hara. 
He underplayed just a shade too 
much, though, I thought; while 
keeping his naturalness, his per- 
formance might have been keyed 
a little higher. 

As to the others, Al Hohengarten 
was real enough as the philosophi- 
cal trader. Wallace Hoss also was 
appropriately cast as Dr. Mac- 
Phail, one of those civilized, re- 
flective characters found in most 
Maugham stories as an interpreter 
of the follies of others.

CODE OF PRESS ETHICS 


Sigma Delta Chi Journalism 
Fraternity Refers Proposal 
Back to Committee.

DALLAS, Tex., Nov. 18 (AP) — 
A proposed code of press éthics 
was returned to a committee for 
further study yesterday at the 
annual national convention of 
Sigma Delta Chi. 

In a discussion by delegates, Ma- 
son Smith, newspaper publisher 
from Gouvéneur, N.Y., said “a 
code of ethics would be good pub- 
lic relations for us.” 

Prof. Floyd Arpan of Northwest- 
ern University had told the pro- 
fessional] journalism fraternity that 
critics of newspapers, magazines 
and radio are trying to pass laws 
which would undermine the free 
dom of the press. 

“We need some sort of code be- 
fore the Government steps in and 
starts policing us the way the 
Government did the oil and rail- 
road industries,” he declared. “We 
need a code with teeth in it, but 
the question here seems to be, do 
we want ‘hose teeth?” 

Bernard Kilgore, president of 
the Wall Street Journal, opposed 
the code. “The code could become 
a weapon which some outsider 
could use to beat our brains out,” 
he said. 


LUCAS PROMISES TO TAKE 
FAIR DEAL TO PEOPLE IN 1950 


CHICAGO, Nov. 18 (UP)—Sen- 
ate Majority Leader Scott Lucas 
(Dem.), Dlinois, promised today to 
take the Truman Fair Deal to the 
people in the 1950 campaign if 
southern Democrats again team 
up with the Republicans to block 
the program in Congress. 

Lucas told a luncheon meeting 
of the Young Democrats of Cook 
county that the “unholy alliance 
between northern reactionary Re- 
publicans and conservative south- 
ern Democrats” were responsible 
for Congress’ failure to enact 
many of the Administration's 
measures.

ALBUQUERQUE, N.M., Nov. 18 
(AP)—Production experts have re- 
placed scientists at the Sandia spe- 
cial weapons base laboratories of 
the Atomic Energy Commission. 


AEC Field Director George P. 

Kraker said yesterday the labora- 
tories are no longer experimenting 
with atomic weapons; they are 
producing them. 
’ Kraker reported on some of the 
operations of the little publicized 
atomic installation. He said the 
commission's entire operations 
eventually funnel into Sandia. En- 
gineers and technicians at the base 
put into actual use the equations 
of scientists from other atomic 
tnstallations. 

The retired naval officer said 
that after plans are drawn and 
models made, orders are sent to 
manufacturers throughout the na- 
tion for various parts. . 

Then the weapons are assembled 
end tested at ndia and turned 
over to hand-picked men from the 
armed services at the _ special 
weapons base. The men learn how 
to use them in combat. 

Kraker said the task of pro- 
ducing some of the world’s most 
deadly weapons is “just another 
skilled industrial job” to most of 
the workers. 

Sandia was converted from an 
engineer depot to supplement fa- 
cilities of the AEC installation at 
Los Alamos, N.M. More than $30,- 
000,000 has been spent by the AEC 
at the base on laboratory buildings 
and housing units for workers.

They agree that the pres- 
ent relief standard, with funds 
providing only $2 per month per 
refugee, has resulted in a steady 
reduction of the vitality of ref- 
ugee camp inmates. 

“They have abandoned the 
constant demonstrations that 
made camp life hectic only a 
few months ago, only because 
they lack the will and the 
strength to protest any longer,” 
said one of the doctors. 

A year ago the United States 
advanced $16,000,000 to be 
matched equally by other UN 
nations in financing the relief 
program. To date only $8,000,- 
000 of the other nations’ pledged 
contributions have been  col- 
lected in cash or in kind. The 
$2,000,000 of United States funds 
remaining in the UN relief fund 
treasury will last only to Dec. 1. 
With cool weather already at 
hand in the areas where the camps 
are located, the refugees are ex- 
isting on an all-starch diet. In 
their homelands, they were heavy 
eaters of meat, olive and sesame 

oil products, and vegetables such 
as lentils, peas and beans. Flocks 
of sheep, goats and a few camels 
provided meat, milk and cheese for 
all but the very poorest. But the 


regugees have no livestock in the 
camps. This means also that cus- | 
tomary fuel—animal droppings—_ 
is lacking. The relief funds pro- 
vided only one quart of kerosene 
per family last year. |

ger ration for inmates of camps in 
the Gaza district, Arab Palestine, 
Trans-Jordan, Lebanon, and. Syria, 
where most of the camps are lo- 
éated. The monthly allotment for 
adults and children over 14 is 23% 
pounds of flour; one pound, three 
ounces of vegetables; seven and 
one-half ounces of sugar, and nine 
ounces of oils and fats. 

For pregnant or nursing moth- 
ers and their children up to 14 
years, U.N. provides a thin supple- 
ment: powdered skim milk to 
make 18% pints per month; two 
pounds, ‘five ounces of rice; 10% 
ounces of sugar, and 10% ounces 
of fats and oils. 

Red Cross officials, who escorted 
this reporter on visits to a number 
of the refugee camps, pointed out 
the typical shelter—a _ tattered, 
sun-rotted British Army tent; the 
typical clothing—rags and odds 
and ends of cloth tied or sewn to- 
gether, and the typical family 
meal—Arab bread and a stew or 
soup of rice and a few slices of 
vegetables thickened with pow- 
dered skim milk, flour and a pinch 
of fat. 

“No wonder all the nutritiona! 
diseases and other diseases that 
thrive on weakened bodies are on 
the increase, despite camp sanita- 
tion measures,” a Red Cross doc- 
tor declared. “Tuberculosis is a 
rising problem, despite an intensi- 
fied anti-tuberculosis program. 
Under-nourishment is the answer.” 

The problem of the Arab refu- 
gees would be simpler for the 
democracies in the United Na- 
tions if there were only the pres- 
ent 700,000 camp inmates to 
worry about. The voices from 
the camps are weak. There are, 
however, an additional 300,000 
refugees, articulate and accus- 
tomed to higher living standards. 
They now are living chiefly in 
the cities of the six Arab na- 
tions. Fewer than one-third of 
them have been aided by U.N. 
relief. Most are sufficiently re- 
sourceful and well-educated to 
find a means for self-support, 
and are too proud to seek re- 
lief. They have assumed the task 
of telling the story of the suf- 
ferings of the refugee through- 
out the Arab world, 

Spokesmen for the government 
of Israel, impressed by what they 
know of the plight of the refugee, 
have repeatedly urged a larger 
measure of assistance from U.N.

L JOLSON has the peculiar honor of being the only actual

teachers to beat children. He reads of delinquent boys and 

girls and immediately reaches for a stick to cure them, It 
will do nothing of the sort. It will create hatred of school, 
of the teacher, of the whole school system with its law and 
order. It will never teach a child to love goodness and that 
is the only way to get him to be good. He must want to be 
good. 

It is the mind that moves people, not the body. We should 
know by now that “As a man thinketh in his heart, so is he.” 
It is possible to beat a child into submission. It is possible 
to force him to do what is willed him to do, but it is never 
possible to force him to think, to want to do what he does 
not think, what he does not want to do. When a child is 
forced by pain to follow another’s will it is that other who 
is acting and not the child. The child has shut himself inside 
his mind and there he will remain, hating the one who forced 
him to retreat within himself, to yield himself to another. 
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LITTLE CHILDREN who have not yet reached the stage 
of reflective thinking, so that they have no background of 
experience to think with, are likely to get into danger occa- 
sionally. Someone may have to snatch them from it. It may 
even be possible, though I grudge the possibility, that he must 
be slapped to save him. We will grant that every parent 
(although no teacher) is allowed an emergency slap. Emer- 
gencies do not become a habit. 


Children of school age have reflective thinking ability. The 
teacher is a profesionally trained worker. He knows how a 
child’s mind works. He knows how to stimulate it to creative 
activity, how to guide it so as to waken a desire for what is 
good, for what is lovely. A teacher worth his salt knows that 
he must deal just with the mind of a child, and then his body 
will follow. 


\ T intervals someone rises to demand a law that permits 
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WHAT ABOUT THE ODD children who do not follow? 
The teacher studies those children (there are only a few, 
maybe one to a class) studies their health, their home back- 
ground, works his way into their families as a friend, helps 
with all his art to set them toward goodness. He may not 
be successful, but the chances are excellent that he will be. 
I have seen it done often. 

The boys and girls who annoy teachers are the adolescents. 
Nobody should lay hands on them. It is worse than useless. 
It is a crime against society to beat such children because it 
destroys something precious to character, to spiritual growth. 
It must not be done. Parents must see to that. They, they 
alone, are responsible for their children’s rearing and they 
should never relinquish that right to anybody.

That honor 
makes him eligible for designa- 
tion as the nation’s outstanding 
general practitioner, to be select- 
ed by the House of Delegates of 
the American Medical Association 
at Washington, Dec. 6 to 9. 

The national award will be made 
on the 10 points that won Dr. 
Hal] the state award: Age, years 
in practice, years in one location, 
civic activities in the community, 
military record, interest in or- 
ganized . medictne, amount of 
charity work, interest in  post- 
graduate education, physical 
equipment in office, and medical 
background — father, sons or 
brothers. 

Under the head of charity work, 
there was a time back many years 
ago when he had more than his 
share, with only himself to blame 
for it. When he graduated from 
Northwestern University Medical 
School in 1890 he looked about 
for a place to locate. 

Because his aging father and 
mother lived near here, he de- 
cided to locate in Mount Vernon. 
The outlook wasn’t too encourag- 
ing. There were eight registered 
M.D.s in the town of less than 
4000 and 32 in the county. Young 
Dr, Hall came and called on the 
town doctors. They told him the 
town was pretty well supplied with 
doctors and _ politely expressed 
doubt whether a beginner, just 
out of school, could expect to find 
ar’ peving patients. 

Dr. Hall said that was all right. 
He wasn’t looking for paying pa- 
tients.

The doctors out in the 
country, too, when they heard 
about it, sent him theirs. In no 
time at all Dr. Hall had a big 
practice, such as it was. He was 
satisfied. It was a good way to 
get acquainted and acquire a repu- 
tation. The non-paying .patients 
told everybody what a good doctor 
he was and the paying patients 
began to come.

deadbeats away, for look what 
they had done for him, helping 
him get started. 

Under the head of medical back- 
ground the doctor has nearly 
everything. True, his father was 
not a doctor, but his uncle on his 
mother’s side, John McLean, was 
a doctor at Du Quoin until the 
Pullman people heard about him 
and hired him away from there. 
For 80 years he was surgeon at 
the Pullman works and wrote a 
book that he called “A Hundred 
Years in Illinois.” And two of 
Doctor Andy’s brothers followed 
in Uncle John’s footsteps at Mc- 
Leansboro. 

Doctor Andy has three sons, all 
doctors. Dr. Marshall W. Hal] is 
associated with him in practice. 
Andy Jr. is a specialigt in urology 


in St. Louis. Wilfred is a flight 
surgeon in the Air Force with the 
rank of colonel. From first to 
last, he had three nephews who 
were doctors. One of them, 
Charles, who shared Doctor Andy’s 
practice in earlier years, is dead. 
The others are J. Carl of Cen- 
tralia, Ill, and Frank of Florida. 
And there is another nephew, 
Ralph, who is a dentist. All four 
of them, incidentally, were in the 
first World War. 

Not because of his background 
but because he had taken interest 
in public affairs, the people of 
Mount Vernon put Dr. Hall up for 
mayor and he was elected in 1897. 
Then the Spanish-American War 
came along and he resigned to 
take a commission as major in 
the Ninth Illinois Cavalry.

That Word “Problem.”

Thus a prob- 
lem, product of the roots “to 
throw” and “before”!

The United 
States committee for the United 
Nations International Children’s 
Emergency Fund, whose chairman 
is Mrs. Oswald B. Lord, presented 
to President Truman a report on 
the international children's 
emergency fund. 

This is a fund established in 
1946 to help chile victims in coun- 
tries devastated by the war as 
well as children in other war-af- 
fected countries. Its second ob- 
jective is to aid chidd health gen- 
erally. Congress appropriated 
$75,000,000 for this purpose. This 
was to be matched on the basis of 
72 per cent from us and 28 per 
cent from all other countries com- 
bined. Our money was made 
available as that of other nations 
became available. 
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IN ADMINISTERING the chil- 
dren’s fund no barrier, such as 
race, creed, nationality or poli- 
tics, was to be considered, Help 
has been given not only in Eu- 
rope, but also in the Philippines, 
the Middle and Far East, and Cen- 
tral and South America. 

The United States committee is 
ready to receive contributions 
from organizations and people in 
the United States. The Children’s 
Emergency Fund, to the limit of 
its resources, will distribute these 
funds for the sole benefit of 
children. 

The responsibility of the United 
States committee is to tell the 
people fo the United States about 
the work of UNICEF, about the 
needs of children everywhere and 
not only about what has been 
done, but about what may be done 
if the- peoples of the world under- 
stand that children form the basis 
of world organization in the fu- 
ture. If their needs are not met 
today, we will have, on a world- 
wide scale, less adequate human 
beings to meet the problems of 
the world of the future. 

In some parts of the world cer- 
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tain emergency needs caused by 
World War II may cease to exist 
in the near future. Certain coun- 
tries that were unable to feed their 
children two years ago may short- 
ly be able to meet their needs. 
But there are regular inadequacies 
of which people concerned with 
children are more than aware. 
These are not emergency needs; 
these are continuing needs and 
we must not forget their exist- 
ence. e

In 1946, he was given the Mount 
Vernon civic award for “Out- 
standing and Distinguished Com- 
mynity Service.” 

In recent years Doctor Andy 
has been getting his exercise by 
hunting and fishing, occasionally 
driving to South Dakota for 
pheasants. Not long ago he 
drove the 180 miles to Reelfoot 
Lake in four hours, caught the 
limit in crappie, and returned 
home the next day. 

The day when this writer came 
visiting, Doctor Andy was all set 
for a goose-shooting trin to Dog- 
tooth Bend, below Horseshoe 
Lake, and rearin’ to go. for he had 
word from down there that the mi- 
grating fowl were arriving by the 
thousands. 

When he isn’t hunting or fish- 
ing, Doctor Andy still does his 
share of the doctrin’ within a 
usual radius of 18 to 20 miles, 
sometimes extending to 30 or 40 
miles, and he expects to keep right 
on. Retire? Certainly not. Why 
retire? 

He goes right on doing the 
things that he has always done 
and eating the things that he has 
always eaten, and of course fish- 
ing and hunting and in season 
going to basketball games. 

From the looks of him, he is 
good for quite a stretch yet.’ He 
stands as straight as a stick except 
for the habitual hunching of his 
powerful shoulders—not a _ stoop, 
just a sort of an eager forward 
reaching that goes well with his 
quick stepping, his general alert- 
ness, and the smartness of his 
attire. 

Ask him if he is satisfied with 
the life that he has lived and he 
promptly answers: “Absolutely.” 
He adds that he wouldn't do dif- 
ferently if he had it to do again.

Playing Canasta to Win 


By Albert H. Morehead 


T is gambling play to hold pairs 

matching your own melds, when 

the pack is frozen. Those are the 
cards your opponents will most 
likely consider safe discards. There 
is a chance to double-cross them 
and get the pack. 

But, as mentioned before, it is 
only a gambling play, and not al- 
ways a good gamble. Before an 
opponent can throw such a card to 
you, he must hold one! 

Suppose the pack is frozen; your 
side has melded aces and sevens, 
among other things; neither side 
has melded nines or sixes. After 
drawing from the stock, you hold 
these eight cards. 


The naive player, of course, 
would add his aces and sevens to 
his respective melds, then split 
one of his other pairs to discard. 
(And calling him naive is no impli- 
cation that he would be wrong 
to do so.) 

The sly player would hold the 
aces and sevens and split one of 
the other pairs. He would forget 
that on purely mathematical 
grounds an opponent is unlikely 
to have an ace or seven when you 


be specifically the right-hand 
opponent who holds such a card. 
You may find some guide in this: 
If your right-hand opponent froze 
the pack, it may be because he is 
squeezed and wants to release an 
ace or seven; you may hang on to 
them. If your left-hand opponent 
froze the pack, he is more likely to 
hold such cards, and if he throws 
them it will do you no good. 


Question: Is there a variation of 
four-handed canasta in which fif- 
teen cards are dealt to each player, 
instead of eleven? 

Answer: Yes, but it is played 
with three packs of cards instead 
of two and involves a number of 
other playing and scoring rules 
different from the usual game,

Author of Biography Says Mine Union Chief Will Be Earthquake Under Our Economy Till the End

CHAPTER 12. 

O America as a whole, John 

Liewellyn Lewis is a power- 

mad egomaniac who recognizes 
no authority higher than himself. 
He is an absolute dictator of the 
coal miners union and is driven by 
an insatiable appetite for power. 

He unleashes strikes much as 
Zeus hurled his thunderbolts. His 
histrionics are crude and deliber- 
ate attempts at self-dramatization. 
He is a brooding, frustrated, angry 
man who sulks unless he has his 
own way. He has no friends be- 
cause people to him are simply 
instruments to be used in his vio- 
lent quest for power, 

These opinions and charges will 
be examined here as we attempt 
to arrive at an understanding of 
John Lewis, the man. 

It is commonly believed and 
charged that Lewis administers 
his union with the iron hand of a 
dictator, that Lewis has machine 
control over the union and brooks 
no dissent, and that within the 
union his whim is law. 

There is no question that Lewis 
runs the union with a strong, dic- 
tatorial hand. His union policy 
committee is a mere rubber stamp, 
as is everyone else in the union. 

Lewis once said to the writer, 
“I work harder than anyone else 
in this union, and I know more 
about the problems of the miners 
than anyone else. Therefore I 
should think that my decisions 
would mean more than those of 
anyone else.” 

Lewis's decisions actually mean 
everything; for, when Lewis makes 
a “recommendation” it is an order. 
And no one knows it better than 
those who surround him. Occasion- 
ally they will be given the thrill 
of a free debate and decision on 
an issue, but only when the issue 
is so minor and so unimportant 
that the democratically arrived at 
decision is also unimportant. 

Even so, they find themselves 
in a strange and terrifying situa- 
tion, for their initiative is so 
atrophied by disuse they find it 
difficult to make any kind of a 
decision.. Their servility is fre- 
flected in the unhealthy awe that 
permeates every cranny and every 
stone of the UMW building in 
Washington, from its outside step 
to the ceiling of its sixth floor. 

One day the writer humorously 
referred to the many resolutions 
that flow in from different dis- 
tricts demanding that Congress 
declare Feb. 12 a national holiday 
but also the birthday of that great 
champion of labor, John L. Lewis. 

The writer’s laugh was cut short 
by the sober expressions of those 
listening. It was as if the UMW 
building had been defiled by 
blasphemy. Finally one spoke up: 

“In many ways he is far greater 
than Lincoln.” 

Lewis’s machine domination of 
his union has always been Casti- 
gated as an evil practice. Few 
have understood that Lewis could 
not have embarked upon the or- 
ganization of the CIO or any other 
major organization unless he pos- 
sessed complete security within 
his own organization. 

It- would have been impossible 
for two reasons: first, because 
most of his time would of neces- 
sity have been occupied in 
strengthening his own position to 
insure his re-election as union 
president. An insecure leader 
dares not venture too far afield, 
fearing the machinations of his 
rivals while his back is turned. 
Second, such a leader would be 
blocked by his fears, feeling that 
if his ventures proved disastrous 
they would arm his rivals in their 
campaign to unseat him. 

Lewis’s absolute control of the 
union emancipated him from any 
of these barriers. 

Lewis has welded the United 
Mine Workers into the most pow- 
erful single striking force in our 
national economic structure. On 
his order, nearly half a million 
mines now go into or out of action 
with a breath-taking precision and 
discipline. 

Once on a strike, this immovable 
object cannot be budged by all the 
power of the state. Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt’s record is ample 
testimony to this fact. The miners, 
tough, fatalistic and always ready 
for a fight, view even a quarrel 
with the Army with contempt, 
saying, “You can’t dig coal with 
bayonets.”

If you couple this kind of a dis- 
ciplined army to the _ greatest 
tactical genius in the history of 
American labor, and add to these 
the fact that coal is the major 
foundation of our industrial econ- 
omy, you have the makings of an 
upheaval. Lewis once made a 
statement to the writer that is 
vividly revealing of both his ap- 
preciation of the indispensable 
role of .coal in our economy and 
his understanding of how to ex- 
ploit that fact. This remark is 
the key to his grand strategy in 
all coal strikes. 

“When we control the produc- 
tion of coal we hold the vitals of 
our society right in our hands, I 
can squeeze, twist and pull until 
we get the inevitable victory. 

“There are not huge profits in 
the coal industry, but there are 
enormous profits in steel, autos, 
rubber and other industries. Stop 
coal and you stop autos and then 
tires and every part of our econ- 
omy. 

“Therefore, as a_ strike pro- 
gresses, the hostility of the press 
and the Government begins to 
build up against us; but on the 
other hand the pressures for prof- 
its in steel and autos also develop 
and increase, The industrialists 
of autos and steel begin to apply 
pressure on the coal operators to 
accede to our demands, so that 
their own fabulous profits will not 
be interrupted. 

“Thus we become the immovable 
anvil, with the operators lying on 
us being hammered into surrender 
by the pounding blows of steel, 
autos (here Lewis laughed), and 
all our other industrial allies, or 
accomplices, if you will.”

ITH this fact of coal as the 
Worime source of energy of our 

economy, and with the com- 
plete unification of the miners to 
a degree where they act as one 
man in carrying out the orders of 
their chief, it was inevitable that 
the miners should finaly dig them- 
selves out from the serfdom that 
engulfed them as late as 1920. Let 
us look at the record. 

A listing of the 15 major basic 
industries such as steel, automo- 
biles, all manufacturing, printing, 
ship building, meat packing, etc., 
on the average wage of 1935-39 
showed the coal miners third from 
the bottom with a weekly wage of 
$22.16. By January 1949, John 
Lewis had through —§ successful 
strikes increased the coal miners’ 
wage by 246.8 per cent and brought

It was the same Lewis who al- 
most daily denounced Communism 
in Russia from 1920 to 1934 and 
who in 1935 replied to a question 
about Russia, “Russia? I don’t 
care what Russia or the Russians 
are doing; that is their business: 
but I do know that if this coun- 
try needs and wants a Russian 
system—or a Scandinavian system 
or a Chinese system or any other 
kind of a system—then I am for

HEN Lewis was building the 
Weio he had no‘choice but to 

accept the support of the 
Communists. Even after the de- 
bacle of 1933 and 1934, when the 
American Federation of Labor 
smashed the spirit of unionism, it 
was the left-wingers who zealously 
worked day and night picking up 
the pieces of that spirit and put- 
ting them together. It was they 
who kept organizing and organiz- 
ing and organizing. 

When Lewis turned to help the 
auto workers, he saw that they 
were being organized and led by 
the  lefists.

In these receptive circumstances, 
the Communist party was wel- 
comed in many quarters. Their 
issues and actions appealed to 
countless Americans. The then 
Communist program of the United 
Front enabled them to work with 
all groups. 

Then, as is now ‘commonly 
known, the Communists worked 
indefatigably, with no job being 
too menial or unimportant. They 
literally poured themselves com- 
pletely into their assignments. The 
Communist party gave its com- 
plete support to the CIO. 

The CIO was waging economic 
war, and as do all organizations 
or nations'in time of war, it wel- 
comed allies wherever they could 
be found. The fact is that the 
Communist party made a major 
contribution in the organization of 
the unorganized for the CIO. 

Throughout this period from 
1935 to June 22, 1941, John L. 
Lewis was idolized by them as 
well as by the liberals and the 
vast masses of the workers.

R again. speaking of Commu- 
nists, “If they are good enough 
for industry to hire, they’re 
good enough for us to organize.” 
When the CIO was being daily 
attacked as Communistic, Lewis 
angrily took up the  cudgels 
against Red baiting. Yet when a 
CIO official once began a conver- 
sation with Lewis saying, “You 
know that I am a member of the 
Communist party,” Lewis cut in 


crisply with, “I did not know. You | 


are dismissed. I will not have a 
Communist employed by us.” 

Lewis always believed that he 
could control the Communists. 
Possibly one reason for this error 
of judgment was a record of more 
than six vears in which the Com- 
munists slavishly followed Lewis’s 
line—from the beginning of the 
CIO to the fatal June day of the 
invasion of the Soviet Union. 

Lewis’s personal habits are not 
unusual except for his reading. He 
is devoted to the classics and has 
read a vast part of the so-called 
great books. He is extremely in- 
terested in detailed accounts of 
military campaigns, The Bible and 
Shakespeare are his prime sources 
for quotations. He shifts over to 
sensational detective stories for 
relaxation. 

His drinking is confined to an 
occasional highball; and he is 
rarely seen without his cigar, 
either lit or unlit. He does not 
gamble and has very few hobbies. 

One of the secrets of John Lew- 
is’s amazing energy is his ability 
suddenly to relax and rest. He is 
able to dismiss the most pressing 
controversy from his mind and 
concentrate on some minor point. 

The story is often told that at 


the height of the sit-down strikes 
in General Motors, with every 
newspaper screaming that the 
country was on the verge of revolu- 
tion and that John L. Lewis was 
the arch-revolutionary, Lewis sud- 
denly was incommunicado in his 
office. Speculation ran rampant 
as to what he was doing and why 
he refused to see anyone. 

It later developed that he was 
closeted with one of his associates, 
calling up various furnace places 
in Washington since the coal fur- 
nace in Lewis’s home in Virginia 
had gone out of order. 

Contrary to public opinion, 
Lewis does not nurse grudges and 
plot vendettas. Even with his 
bitterness toward Phillip Murray, 
he does not operate on the basis 
of revenge. True, if the oppor- 
tunity presents itself, he will hit 
Murray with all of his power, but 
Lewis is not intent upon creating 
the opportunity. Lewis once told 
the writer, “He who seeks ven- 
geance ultimately destroys him- 
self.” 


It is the writer’s conviction that, 


the key to the understanding of 
Lewis’s personality is to be found 
in his extraordinary tenacity of 
purpose. Lewis is stiff-necked in 
his stubbornness. He continues to 
cling to a position regardless of 
world change. 


And yet, as is common in per- 
sons and nations, this greatest 
strength also proved to be his 
greatest weakness. Lewis’s inflexi- 
bility in the face of changing 
tides of time placed him in the 
position of an embattled Don 
Quixote. 


His adamant, almost blind stub- 
borness kept Lewis from reaching 
to the stars. He could have 
changed the destiny of his nation 
and with it the world. America 
today might well have been ruled 
by an American Labor party. Des- 


tiny was at Lewis's feet. but he | 


States, at the Congress of the 
United States, and in many cases 
the courts and graphically con- 
demn them to perdition, simul- 
taneously challenging them to do 
their worst. 

Without this kind of one-man 
rebellion by a person with suf- 
ficient power to give it meaning, 
there is always the danger that 
the parts of our Government may 
become embalmed in their own 
feelings of prestige, self-import- 
ance and infallibility.

EWIS’S defiance and conflict 
L have repeatedly pricked the 

growing bubble of inflationary 
self-importance on the part of 
Congress and the President. Even 
when he has been wrong, his ac- 
tions have contributed to this 
end. 

It is very evident that Lewis 
still firmly believes in a principle 
that has been abandoned by a 
vast majority of American people, 
that publicly elected American of- 
ficials are “servants of the 
people.” 

As this is written, John L. Lew- 
is stands on the threshold of three 
score years and 10. No ingenious 
maneuvering, no grand strategy, 
no force of the single undivided 
discipline of nearly 500,000 miners, 
no human element can avail it- 
self against the inevitable, which 
casts the dark shadow of finis 
on the life of Lewis. 

The active years ahead are by 
all universal laws drastically lim- 
ited, but just as definite is the 
fact that they will be years of 
tempest; for Lewis is a man of 
strife. 

His passing will mean the end 
of an era. It will be greeted with 
curses and the feelings of deliver- 
ance from a life-long plague. 
People no longer will be con- 
cerned about coal] strikes every 
spring. No longer will the Presi- 
dent of the United States be de- 
fied, insulted and publicly humil- 
lated. 

No longer will Congress be 
treated as a lackey and challenged 
to a match of power. No longer 
will the constant national crises 
and the turbulent doings of this 
dramatic outlaw crowd nearly ev- 
erything else off the front pages. 

America will sigh with relief, 
and yet America will sorely miss 
him. We shall miss those peren- 
nial strikes, his unbearable inso- 
lence to all authorities, his color- 
ful epithets. 

We will miss cursing, ridiculing, 
fuming over him. We shall realize 
that his defiance of every power 
was a note of reassurance for the 
security of the democratic idea, 
that his dissonance was a part of 
our national music. 

For all these things have been 
indelibly woven into the fabric 
of the past 30 years of America 
and have become a part of the 
tradition of America. 

But until that time, today, as 
before, and to the end, Lewis will 
continue as the incredible earth- 
quake beneath our economy. 

The years of thunder in the 
eafth will roar on as Lewis lives 
on, for he is, as he has bellowed

West made his normal spade 
lead, and declarer held up the ace 
until it was driven out on the 
third round. South then cashed 
his four club tricks, hoping to 
make the opponents unhappy in 
the discarding line. West, after 
due thought, gave up a low heart 
and a low diamond, and East dis- 
carded a heart. 

Now South led a low diamond 
toward dummy, which had kept 
all four cards in that suit. South’s 
idea was, of course, to pass this 
trick to East (if he could); then, 
if the diamond suit broke, he 
could collect the remaining three 
tricks in the suit, and with them, 
his contract. It would not matter 
if East had another spade, because 
South could afford to lose three 
spades and one diamond. 

Obviously, if West had been a 
wooden sort of player, South’s plan 
would have succeeded, but West 
was not that type! When the first 
diamond was led toward dummy, 
he put up the ten! That, in itself 
was an effective defense! Now 
South could not afford to pass the 
trick—West would keep the lead 
and run his spades—and when the 
king was played from dummy, 
South was inevitably limited to 
two diamond tricks. The contract 
was unmakable. 

An interesting situation would 
have arisen if South had played 
the .diamond ace before leading 
(and trying to pass) the low dia- 
mond.
